Nov. 21.— Under orders 
of Postmaster General Hitchcock sim­ 
ultaneous arrest of 17.T manufacturers 
of alleged “quack” patent medicines 
were made In seventy-two different 
cities scattered 
through twenty-two 
states. 
The arrests are the result of 
months of investigation by postofllce 
inspectors and 
are 
aimed 
at 
firms 
which manufacture “ medicinal prep­ 
arations” injurious to the health and 
are using the mails. 
It is the expressed determination of 
the postal authorities to put an end 
to the promotion by mail of criminal 
practices and of the traffic in drugs 
and instruments on which a ban is 
placed by the law. 
Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Hitchcock said that every case 
against an alleged violator of the law 
would be pressed vigorously and every 
effort made to send the culprit, if con­ 
victed to tlie* penitentiary.

In view' of the facts found by 
Collector l.oeb and the department of 
justice and the Federal company’s re­ 
fusal to pay. a suit became inevitable.”
